As the nature of this Work, and the sources 
whence it has been derived, will be fully explained in the 
Bibliographical Essay, it is not necessary to occupy these 
pages with any detailed account of that part which is now 
presented to the Reader. Great pains and labour have 
been taken to make it what itis; and yet it is very far 
from what it should be.—A perfect work of this kind 
never yet saw the sun; and perhaps in Bibliography es- 
pecially perfection is unattainable. 

The Origin of the Art of Printing is, like the birth- 
place of Homer, enveloped in absolute obscurity. The 
history of important works is often in the‘same state; and 
the discordancy of Bibliographers, and the confusion of 
dates and places, are endless. 

It is not the province of the present work to settle 
these differences. —To furnish the séudent and the scholar 
with a portable and useful alphabetical Manual, which 
may assist them in the choice of Books, condensing the 
most important information of numerous bibliographica] 
works, is the Editor’s intention. If he have succeeded 
in any tolerable degree, it is what he ardently wished, 
and for which he earnestly laboured. » 

In the compilation of this work, besides innumerable 
collections from sale Catalogues, (though in such a work 
necessary auxiliaries, yet the worst guides both with re-. 
spect to ¢idles and dates) the best, bibliographical autho- 
rities have been consulted and followed: the chief of

To some this work may appear too diffuse ; to others, 
too contracted; and some may think, that only selecé 
Editions should have been inserted. ‘To every respect- 
_ able objector on these or any other grounds, it may with 
due deference be said, that the Editor endeavoured ear- 
nestly to please every man, though he felt no satisfactory 
hope that he should succeed, His chief aim has been ie 
insert useful and important articles, together with what- 
ever he knew to be curious and scarce. Had he indeed 
consulted his own judgment only, he would have inserted 
fewer Editions of Greek and Latin Classics: the rage, as 
it is termed, for collecting these, he thinks useless, and 
ridiculous in the extreme. 

To this volume is added, a Fac Simile “ghia from 
Meerman’s Origines Typographica) of CosteR’s HO- 
RARIUM, supposed to be the first essay at Printing in 
Europe. . Critics agree, that this small tract, which con- 
tains only the Alphabet, the Lord’s Prayer, the Apostles’ 
Creed, and three short Prayers, was executed with move- 

able 
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_ able wooden types, about the year 1430.—See Horarium. 
If the leaves according-to the paging, be pasted back’ to 
back, the curious will then have a-perfect Fac Simile of 
Coster’s “Book. A few copies have been taken ‘off on 
vellum, to make the work as complete.a copy of the ori- 
ginal as possible. 

Notwithstanding the copious information already 
given concerning the Londen Polyglott, an AppENDIXx 
has been thought necessary: and as the materials for it 
came to hand since the printing of the preceding sheets, 
it is necessarily referred to the succeeding Volume. As 
this work is such a monument to the honour of the reli- 
gion and literature of this nation as no other country can 
_. boast of in its own behalf, the Editor hopes he‘has little 
need to apologize to his countrymen for communicating 
in detail his researches on this subject. 

The biographical Anecdotes which are thrclaberSed 
through this work, are taken chiefly from the Nouveau 
Dictionnaire Historique; seventh Edition; Lyons, 1789; 
and the critical Judgments, from too many quarters to be 
distinctly specified.. 

Those who have the smallest acquaintance with the 
difficulty of compiling such a work as the present, will 


_ not be surprised to meet with several mistakes, and will 


not be hasty in censuring. In so many thousands of dates, 
places, and prices, these are unavoidable. The chief of 
those already noticed are the following; which the can- 
did Reader will find no difficulty to excuse, and not much 
labour to correct. ‘The succeeding Volumes, it is hoped, 


will have less cause to claim the public indulgence on 
this head,

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N. B. As it appears, from Masch’s Edition of Le 
Long, vol. 2, p. 315, that Anthony Pinelli, printed the 
_ Greek Psalter, at Venice, in 1602, 1621, and 1627, 8vo.

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Asano (Perri de)- Pierre d’Apono; (so named 
from the place of his birth, nowcalled 4bbano.) Opus 
quod inscribitur, Concilator differentiarum philoso- 
phorum et precipué Medicorum, per Thomam Sep- 
tem et Joannem Burster, de Campidona, fol. Man- 
tue, 1472, £ditio princeps, 11. 11s. 6d.—A scarce 
book, but it has been often reprinted.—This Hdttio 
princeps, at Mr. Gaignat’s sale, at Paris, 1769, sold 
for 79 livres. ‘The author was the most famous phi- 
losopher and physician of his age. He was born, 
A. D. 1250, at a village near Padua. Naudé sus- 
pected him of magic, and, according to the repre- 
hensible custom of those times, he was tried for it, 
but escaped burning by a natural death, at the age 
of 88, in 1338. Bayle relates his being burnt in 
effigy afterwards, to suppress the reading of his 
works. 

Another Edition of his Conciliator was printed at 
Venice, per Gab. de Tarvisto, 1476, fol. and was 
sold in the Valliere library, in 1784, for about 11. Is,

1176.—This is an 
extract from the Takweem al Boldan, or, the true 
Description of Countries, by Abul Feda. Gagnier 
began to publish the whole Work in fol. at Oxford, 
but died when the 72d page was wrought off. 
AccIDENCE, 4to, Latin, printed by Wynkyn de 
Worde, in Caxton’s house ; no date, but evidently 
the first step to classical printing in England. He 
afterwards printed a Terence. In acopy of this 
book I once found the following Note: “ The first 
book known to have been printed by Wynkyn de 
Worde, in Flete Street, contains the Statutes of the 
12th year of King Henry 7th, and was printed in 
1497, and consequently this Accidence must have 
been printed before that time, it being printed at 
Westminster, in Caxton’shouse.”? Thus, while the 
learned Italians were printing the best Greek and 
Latin classics, we were amusing ourselves with 
childish works, as Hilton’s Scale of Perfection, &c, 
Foreign nations led us more than 50 years ; for the 
Perrotti Grammaticu of Worde, did not appear till 
1512: and about the same time, Gradus Compara- 


tionum cum Verbis Anormalis simul et eorum com- 
posit. Thus endeth ye Degrees of Comparyson im- 
prynted at London by me Wynkyn de Worde. No 
date.

The French Translation of this Work is more es- 
teemed than the Original. It is in 4to. 1565, Many 
other Translations of this Work are to be had.

See De Bure, in No. 2716.—A copy of this Com- 
mentary upon Horace was purchased by Mr, Mason, 
at Dr. Askew’s sale, for 61. 10s. It is a scarce book, 
and has escaped the notice of Maittaire. cro 
flourished about the 7th century. His Notes may 
be found in the Horace printed at Basil, in 1527, 8vo. 

Acropo.it (Georgii) Historia Byzantina, Gr, et 
Lat, cura Alatu et Douze, large paper. 1. ts. fol. 
Paris. Ex Typographia Regia, 1651.—-George Acro- 
polite was one of the authors of the Byzantine his- 
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tory. He lived in the 13th century, and had the 
office of chancellor or comptroller to the Emperor 
Michael Paleologus. He composed the Chronicle 
of Constantinople, which contains the history of 
about 58 years, 7.¢. from A. D. 1203, when Baldwin 
eatl of Flanders, was crowned emperor, to 1261, 
when M. Paleologus put himself in the place of 
Baldwin 2d. The above Chronicle was found in 
the East by Douza, and was first published in 1614; 
but the Louvre edition is vastly supertor, and very 
scarce.

—This is the most stupendous work in ecclesiastical 
history of the Antwerp Jesuits, in 47 vols. Acta SS.

ActTA SAncToRUM Ordinis Sancti Benedicti, a 
Mabilion. Paris, 1668, &c.in 9 vol. The first volume 
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of this collection begins with Dom. d’Acheri. It 
extends to A. D. 1110. This work is deservedly 
esteemed, not only for the monuments it contains ; 
but also for the learned Prefaces with which the 
author has enriched it. The customs and manners 
of the ages of barbarism are traced out with great 
accuracy; and a great many important questions 
discussed with sound and correct critical judgment. 
The same may be said of the chronological and his- 
torical Notes, in which the author has elucidated 
many obscure points of discipline, &c.—The Pre- 
Jaces were printed separately in 4to. in 1732.

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sition of medicines, was translated into Latin by 
Ruellus.

This isthe third edition, and ts esteemed 
the best.—Adam was born in Silesia, brought up 
a protestant, and published the first volume of his 
Lives in 1615, the second 1619, third 1620, fourth 
1621. This is generally allowed to be an ill di- 
gested, and badly written work, 

Aprrant Carthusiensis, Liber utriusque Fortune. 
Colonia, 1471, 4to.—A very scarce book. 

JEciprus, a Benedictine of Athens, who flourish- 
ed in the 8th century. He wrote on Poisons, 
Urine, and the Knowledge of the Pulse. A treatise 
onthe same subjects was written in Hexameter verse, 
in Latin, by a person of the same name, who is 
said to have been Physician to Philip Augustus, 
king of France; but it is probably no more than a 
Latin Translation of the above Greek author. It 
has been, however, in great esteem ; and was read 
in schools, with the writings of Hypocrates. It 
was printed at Paris, in 1528, 4to.

These editions are scarce, and much sought after. 
—— Tractatus brevis et utilis de Originali 
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Peccato, 4to. Jmpressus et finitus Oxonie, a Nati- 
vitate Domini, 1479.—This Book isa very great 
rarity, represented to be the first that was printed 
at Oxford, in a Catalogue of the first printed Books, 
at the end of Pancirollus, but it may be the second 
or third. That title above, taken from the Colophon, 
at the end, is printed with red Ink ; and there is no- 
thing more of that colour throughout the book, but a 
little Dash of an Ornament at the beginning of the 
first Letter. The Work is divided into six Chapters ; 
but the first Letter of every Chapter 1s left out, which 
should be a capital. It is printed on a good thick 
Paper, with a short, strong, legible Letter, much like - 
the German cast; has Signatures at bottom, which 
is somewhat earlier than Caxton had them; but no 
words:of direction there, or numbers of the pages at 


top. Moreover, this Printer used several marks, and 
letters of abbreviation, and several combined letters; 
few stops, and they commonly ill shapen points. 
fEcipius Rome, (Giles Colonne) General of the 
Augustines, and afterwards Archbishop of Bour- 
ges, was the first of his order that taught in the 
university of Paris, He was surnamed Docior 
. £undatissmus. Philip the Bold, king of France, 
entrusted the education of his son, Philip the 
Fair, to him ; for whom he wrote the Regimen ; 
_ in which he compares the art of governing to 
the game of chess. He died at Avignon, i In 1316, 
and was buried at Paris. 
ZEGIDII, seu GILLIs, Guliel. De (weceae Mo- 
tuum Coelestium, sine Calculo.

Ciaupius /ELIAN was born at Preneste in Italy 
about A.D. 160. According to Suidas he was 
high-priest of a certain deity, whose name is un- 

known. At first he taught rhetoric at Rome, but 
soon abandoned this employment for the more 
private and useful walks of literature, Though 
an Italian born, he acquired a very correct know- 
ledge of the Greek language, and wrote with great 
purity. We have only two works of his ; 1st, H7s- 
torie Varie, 14 books, not perfect; the best edi- 
tion of {which, is that of Abraham Gronovius, 
printed at Leyden in 1731, 2 vol. 4to. with learned 
commentaries. In this works he is often the 
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copyist of Atheneus. 2d, De Natura Anima- 
lium, 17 books. In many respects this is a curious 
and important work ; but often disgraced, like that 
of Pliny, with ridiculous and fabulous accounts. 
M. Dacier published, in 1772, at Paris, an excel- 
lent translation of the Varre Historie in French, 
with useful notes. 

The following work has been attributed to the pre- 
ceding author, but without foundation, It appears 
to be much more ancient than that of Claudius 
felian.

ZEscHYLUs, born at Athens, about 400 years before 

Christ, of one of the most illustrious families in 
Attica. He brought Grecian tragedy, which had 
been invented by Thespis, to perfection. He was 
not only one of the most celebrated poets, but 
was also a very eminent warrior. He bore a dis- 
tinguished part in the famous battles of Marathon 
and Platea. Of 97 pieces composed by him, 
only 7 have reached our times. It is said he lost 
his life by a very singular accident. Sleeping one 
day in the open field, an eagle, mistaking his bald 
head for a stone, let fall a tortoise which she held 
in her talons upon it, and killed him on the spot.

There is no probability that all the Fables which 
bear _#'sop’s name are his, Planudes, aGreek monk, 
is the medium through which we. receive them. 
‘They proceed from A‘sop, for the most part, for 
matter and thought; but the words are not always 
his. A deal of critical learning is displayed up- 
on this subject in the Preface to Dr. Croxall’s 
Edition; and the Life of A¢sop is very accurately 
written and prefixed to Dodsley’s Translation of 
FEsop’s Fables. There is a small Edition of a Book 
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in 16mo. of AEsop’s Life, composed by Meziriac, 


printed at Bourg in Bresse, in 1632. It contains 
only 40 pages, and is become extremely scarce. 
Count Giulio published, at Venice, in 1545, a very 
curious Life of /Esop, in a very small 8vo. size. It 
is in Italian, and very rare. 
fEsop. The general opinion concerning this Fa- 
bulist is, that he was born at Amorium, a city of 
Phrygia, in the beginning of the 6th century, of 
the Christian era: that he was at first a slave 
to two philosophers successively, Kanthus and 
Idmon ; the latter of whom gave him his free- 
dom: that he dwelt some time at the court of 
Croesus, king of Lydia, with the famous philoso- 
pher Solon; and that having displeased the peo~ 
ple of Delphos by one of his Apologues, the 
floating Reeds, (which appeared something at a 
distance, but nothing at hand) they threw him 
from arock, and killed him: but where or when 
he lived or died are very uncertain. sop seems 
to have been the same among the Greeks, that 
Lockman was among the Arabians, and Veesh- 
noo Sarma (commonly called Pilpay or Bidpay 
in Europe) was among the ancient Hindoos, and 
probably the very same person. His Life, writ- 
ten by the monk Planudes, is a miscrable ro- 
mance.

/ETIUS, a physician of Amida, a city of Mesopota- 
mia: he flourished about the end of the 4th cen-

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tury. Ashe studied at Alexandria, it is not sur- 
» prizing that he followed the Egyptian mode of 

practice. He seems to have excelled in the prac- 
tice of surgery, and in the knowledge of the dis- 
eases of the eye. He was the first Christian phy- 
sician who wrote on medicine ; at least, whose 
writings have reached the present times. His 
work, called Tetrabiblos, is only a collection of 
the writings of physicians who flourished before 
his time, but especially of those of Galen. 

This Work seems to have been first printed at 
Venice by Aldus, 1534, Gr. fol. but it must be ob- 
served, that out of 16 books contained in the origi- 
nal, Aldus has printed only 8. It was also printed 
at Basil, 1536. ‘The whole work was translated into 
Latin by James Cornarus, and printed at Basil by 
Froben in 1543, under the title of Contracta ex Ve- 
teribus Medicina. 

ETIUs is somewhat more particular than Galen in 
the cure of infants and choice of nurses, but takes 
most of his other rules from him. | 

Arricanus (Julius) a Christian historian, born at 
Nicopolis in Palestine, in the 3d century. He 
composed a Chronology, to convince the hea- 


thens of the antiquity of the true religion, and the 
novelty of the fables of Paganism. ‘This Work 
was divided into five books, and was.a sort of 
universal history, from the creation of Adam, to 
the reign of the Emperor Macrinus. We have no 
more of this Work than what is found in the 
Chromecon of Eusebius, He wrote a letter to 
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. Origen concerning the history of Susanna, which 
he deemed to be spurious; and another to Aris- 
tides, to reconcile the genealogical tables of AZat- 
thew and Luke. It was in consequence of his en- 
. treaties that the Emperor Heliogabulus rebuilt 
the city of Nicopolis, which he founded on the 
spot where the village of Emmaus stood. 

A mathematical Work, entitled Cestus, has been 
attributed to him. The fragments which remain of 
this author were printed among the A/athematict 
Veteres, at Paris, in 1693, fol. and were translated 
into French by M. Guiscard, in his Wemotres Mili- 
taires des Grecs et des Romains. Paris, 1774, 3 vol. 
8vo.—lIt is supposed, that the ancient part of the 
work of Julius Africanus, was an abridgment of the 
famous work of Manetho, an- Egyptian priest, who 
flourished about 300 years before Christ. This work 
of Manetho is now lost, except a few fragments. 

A great Part of his Chronography is extant in 
Georg. Syncellus Edit. Paris. 1652, from whence, 
not being then published, it was borrowed by Scali- 
ger in his edition of Eusebius’s Chronicon in Greek.

AGAPETUs was a deacon of the church at Constan- 
~tinople in the 6th century, and addressed the 
above Letter to the Emperor Justinian, to teach 
him the duty of a christian king. It is in the Bib- 
liotheca Patrum, and has often been reprinted 
in 8yo. 
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AGAPIUs, a Greek faeces of mount Athos, in 
the 17th century. He wrote a Treatise entitled, 
The Salvation of Sinners, in modern Greek. It 
was printed at Venice in 1641, and 1664. 

AGATHARCIDEs, a celebrated Greek historian ; 
the first who has described the Rhinoceros, He 
flourished about 180 years before Christ. His 
Work is entirely lost, except the quotations in 
Strabo, Josephus, and Photius.

His Occult Philosophy, and Vanity of the Scien- 
ces, have been both translated into English, and pub- 
lished separately, in 4to. A fourth book of Occult 
Philosophy has been attributed to him, full of magi- 
calrites, circles, adjurations, &c. but this is certainly 
spurious, and never appeared in the world till 27 
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years after Agrippa’s death. The best translation

Acrippa (Henry Cornelius) was born at Cologne, 
in 1486, of a very vespectable family. He was: 
at first secretary to the Emperor: Maximilian I. 
and afterwards served in that Emperor’s army. 
Having attacked the then prevailing opinion ¢hat 
St. Anne had three husbands, he was so violently 
persecuted by the supporters of that grave te- 
net, that he was obliged to fly from place to 
place; and was a vagabond, and almost a beggar, 
in Germany, Switzerland, and England. Having 
stopped some time at Lyons, he was made physi- 
cian to Louisa of Savoy, mother: of Francis I. 
This princess was greatly addicted to astrology; 

“and as Agrippa could discover nothing in the 
stars, which promised either her or her son any 
especial good fortune, he got into disgrace. He 
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went then into the Low Countries, and was im- 
prisoned on account of his work entitled, De 
Occulta Philosophia. Being liberated, he wrote 
a libel against Lowzsa of Savoy, his former -patro- 
ness, for which he was cast into prison at Lyons. 
He passed for a conjurer among many who were 
certainly no conjurers themselves: and he who 
‘‘ could call spirits from the vasty deep,”’ could nei- 
ther enrich nor protect himself by their means. 
After having passed through many storms of. af- 
fliction and persecution, sometimes in courts and 
sometimes in dungeons, he expired at. Lyons, ac- 
cording to Naude, in 1534, aged 48 years. Other 
writers say, he died at Grenoble in 1535. Agrip-- 
pa appears to have been a man of considerable 
learning and genius, but violent, injudicious, and 
unsteady. The following character has been 
given of him: Nulli hic parcit , contemntt, sctt, 
nescit ;, flet, ridet, wrascitur, tnsectatur, carptt 
omnia. Ipse philosophus, demon, heros, deus, et 
omnia. :

AInsworTH (RoBERT) was born at Woodyall 
in Lancashire, in 1660. He kepta Boarding School 
at Bethnal Green, Hackney, and other places in the 
vicinity of London. Having acquired a moderate 
fortune, he retired, and lived privately till 1743, 
when he died, aged 83 years. He is author of the 
best Latin and English Dictionary extant. The 

first Edition was dedicated to Dr. Mead. ‘The 
fourth Edition was published under the care of Dr. 
Ward, of Gresham College, and the Rev, William 
Younge, in 1752, 2 vol. fol. 3. 3s. 

A good Abridgment of this folio Edition was pub- 
lished by Mr. Thomas, London, 1758, in 2 vol. 8vo. 
This is an excellent, and well printed Work. An 
8vo. Edition published previous to this, under the 
respectable name of the Rev. William Young, 
seems to be a mere catchpenny, hastily and very 
inaccurately edited.

A.czus was one of the greatest lyric poets of an- 
tiquity, born at Mityiene, in the isle of Lesbos, 
He was cotemporary with Sappho, who was also 
of that island, and both flourished about the 44th 
Olympiad, Besides his taste for poetry, he was 
eager to give proof of his courage in battle, but 
proving unsuccessful, he fled, and Icft his arms 
behind him: nor did he forget this circumstance, 

- (though of his disgrace) in the verses he wrote 
on this unlucky adventure. He was the inventor 
of the dlcaic verse. His style was truly noble 
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and: strong, and M. Dacier remarks, that he 
treated of more lofty subjects than Sappho. It 
Is said, that he was put to death by the tyrant 
Pittachus, for some verses which he wrote against 
him. He died about the 604th year before 
Christ. We have only a few pleasing fragments 
of this Poet. dlceus was never published. by 
himself; but he is to be found enter Poetas Ly- 
ricos diversarum Editionum, fol, et 24mo.

ALpus Pius ManuTius was a very learned Greek 


Critic and Grammarian. He was born 1445: 
studied the Greek and Latin tongues under the 
famous Baptista.Guerint, of Verona ; afterwards 
he resided at Mirandola, In 1440, he began to 
prepare the necessary apparatus for a printing- 


house, which he did not open till four years af- 


terwards. He it was who, observing the many 
inconveniences consequent from the vast number 
of abbreviations, which were at that time in use 
among the generality of ‘printers, first contrived 
an expedient. whereby these abbreviations were 
wholly taken away, and yet books little increased 
in bulk, This he performed by introducing that 
which is now called the talc letter, though for- 


-merly the 4/dine, from the name of its inventor. 


He obtained, from three several popes, all reign- 
ing however in a short compass of time, briefs, 
conceding to him the privilege of making use of 
his new-invented character for fifteen years. 
Never any man laboured more than he in ren- 
dering services to the learned world: he took the 
utmost pains to make his editions correct ; and 
yet was so modest as to say, that, far from re- 
garding the flatteries of such as praised his works, 
he could not himself affirm, that he had pub- 
lished so much as one book, with which he saw 
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cause to be satisfied. Over his closet door, to 
prevent impertinent visits, he set up this inscrip- 
tion: “ Whoever you are, 4/dus earnestly in- 
treats you to dispatch your business as soon as 
possible, and then to depart; unless you come 
hither, like another Hercules, to lend him some 
friendly assistance; for here will be work suffi- 
cient to employ you, and as many as enter this 
place.”” To him we owe the finest editions of 
the best Greek authors ;. and what is more, it is 
to his zeal and taste in publishing these Works, 
that the world is indebted for the preference so 
long shewn to Greek literature. He died in

He 
was afterwards brought to Athens by Hyparchus, 
the son of Pisistratus, in a vessel of fifty oars, 
which he sent on purpose for him. Having re- 
ceived a present of four talents from Polycrates, 
which prevented him from sleeping two whole 
nights, he returned the present to his benefactor, 
saying, ‘“* Though this sum is of great worth, 
yet sleep is more valuable.” He sung of women 
and wine till the 85th year of his age, when he 
was accidently choked with a grape stune. His 
Odes have an enchanting sweetaess and ele- 
gance in them, that have never been equalled, 
and probably can never be surpassed.

It is he 
whom Seneca.speaks of in his 95th letter, and in 
his treatise on Consolation. We find he kept a 
school of gluttony in Rome, and consumed two 
millions and an half of livres in banquetting , but 
finding himself much in debt, and-having but

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250,000 livres left, he poisoned himself, lest he 
should starve on so smalla sum! It is not to be 
doubted but that this is the Apicius of Juvenal

The flattering compliment which this critic bestows 
upon Dr. Musgrave should not be forgotten. His 
words are, “ Samuel Musgravius, cui instauratus 
Euripides zn»mortale nomen paravit—vir tn tractan- 
dis Grecis scriptoribus exercitatissimus—-emenda- 
tiones ex ingenio et doctrina viii sagacissimi de- 
‘prompte.”” Dr. Musgrave, who published the 
Splendid edition of Euripides at Oxford, and to 
whom this learned foreigner is disposed to:do more 
honour than his countrymen, meditated a new 
edition of Appian, and applied to Brunck for colla- 
tions of the MS. whence Hoeschelius had published 
‘the Illyrica. Brunck applied. to Schweighauser, 
but when he had completed the collation, and con- 
sulted Dr. M. about his plan, received for answer, 
that it was always very distant, and, from ill health, 
now entirely given up, but offering all his occa- 
sional Notes, if he would pursue it. In the mean 
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time. the Doctor died, and all his papers were burnt 
by the express order of his will, and nothing rela- 
tive to this subject found among those which he 
excepted. ~Two years after, a copy of Stephens’s 
Edition, with the Doctor’s marginal emendations, 
was found and sent over to Schweighauser, who 
went through his collation of the Aust MS, which 
is a very fair and careful transcript, made about 
the fifteenth century from one of good authority, 
and contains all but the abridgment of the War in 
Gaul; the two MSS. in the king of France’s library 
used by Stephens, and a third, containing only 
extracts from the second and fourth books of the 
Civil Wars. The Spanish and Annibalic are only 
to be found in one of two MSS. in the Medicean 
library at Florence, containing the same as the 
king of France’s, A third, containing only the 
three last books of the Civil War, one in the Do-

Lucius ApuLetus was born at Madura in Africa, 
of an eminent family. He studied at Carthage, 
Athens, and Rome. He expended all his fortune 
in travelling, and was obliged to take to the Bar’ 
at Rome, to escape want. Happening to marry a 
rich wi dow, the ruined state of his affairs was re~ 
paired. ‘The relatives of this widow accused him 
of magic before Claudius Maximus, Proconsul of 
Africa, assertmg, that by this illicit art he had 
gained possession of her heart and her purse. But 
he defended himself successfully ‘in a most eloquent 
Apology, which is’ still extant. “* You are asto- 
nished,” said he to his judges, “ that a widow 
should re-marry after fifteen years of widowhood: 
should you not be rather astonished that she waited 
so long ?. You think that magic was necessary to 
induce a widow of her age to’ marry a young man! 
Why, that very yout/ proves that magic was super- 
fluous.”” He flourished about A. D. 160.”

This eminent mathematician was a native of Syra- 
cuse, and flourished about 200 vears before the 


Christian zera. 

Of the numerous works of Archimedes many 
have been lost; but the most valuable, as we have 
reason to believe, have been preserved... When 
Constantinople was taken, about the middle of the 
15th century, such writings as existed, together 
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with the Commentary of Lutocius, escaped the’ 
ravages of the conquerors, and were brought thence 
into Italy. Here they were found by the famous 
John Muller, better known by the name of Regio- 
montanus, who carried them into Germany ; and 
they were soon afterward, viz. in 1544, published 
at Basil, with a Latin translation. A Latin transla- 
tion was also published at Paris in 1577. The 
edition of Rivaltus, in Greek and Latin, with new 
demonstrations and notes, anda Life of Archimedes 
was published at Paris in 1615. At the close of 
this edition is subjuined an account of the other 
works of Archimedes that have been lost. An edi- 
tion of Archimedes in Latin was published by Dr. 
Barrow at London, in 1615, Several distinct trea- 
tises have been published by others. 

Of LHutocius, the Commentator of Archimedes, 
it will be sufficient to say that he lived at Ascalon 
in Palestine about 1200 years’ ago; and that the 
copy, to which his commentaries refer, and which 
he obtained from his preceptor Isidorus, the prin- 
cipal of the architects of the church of St. Sophia, 
must have been much more correct than any other 
to which we can have access; but of this ms, if it 
were, indeed, different from that which was found 
at Constantinople, no traces have yet been disco- 
-vered. Of the Commentaries of Eutocius, those 
rank the highest which illustrate Archimedes’s 
work De Sphera et Cylindro; in one of which we 
have a recital of the various methods practised by 
the ancients in the solution of the Delian problem, 
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or that of doubling the cube. The others are of 
less value ; though we cannot help regretting that 
Eutocius did not pursue his plan of commenting on 
all the works of Archimedes, with the same atten- 
tion and diligence which he employed in his re- 
marks on the sphere and cylinder. His Commen- 
taries are annexed to the several propositions to 
which they belong; as are also occasional notes by 
Torelli. 

In this edition, the Greek and Latin are printed 
~ in separate columns, like the editions of Euclid and 
Apollonius, which it very much resembles; and, as 
it is executed on the same plan, Archimedes in his 
present state is a fit companion for the other two 
ancient mathematicians.

BEssARION was born at Trebizond in Asia, in 1395, 
and died at Ravenna in 1472, aged 77 years. He 
was of the Order of St. Basil, and afterwards 
titular patriarch of Constantinople. Becoming 
archbishop of Nice, he engaged with the empe- 
ror, John Paleologus, to endeavour to unite the 
Greek and Latin Churches. For this purpose he 
came to the council of Ferrara, where he was 
admired for his eloquence and modesty. Finding 
it dangerous to return home, because of the jea-_ 


lousies of some of his countrymen, he was obliged 
to remain in Italy, where, in 1439, he was ad- 
vanced to the Cardinalate by Eugenius 1V. He 
was a great patron of learned men, and left his 
library, which was numerous and well selected, 
to the Senate of Venice.

THEODORE BEzA was a celebrated reformer, and a 
man of very extensive and critical learning. He 
was born at Vezlay in Burgundy, 1519, and died 
at Geneva, 1605, aged 86 years. ‘To him the 
University of Cambridge is indebted for a ms. 
containing the four Gospels, and Acts of the 
Apostles, called from him Coder Beze, but 
sometimes Codex Cantabrigiensis. ‘The Greek 
text is accompanied with the old Zéala, or Latin 
Version, which was in use before that made by 
St. Jerom in the fourth century.

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Opus longé rarissimum, cujus Paristis adsevvatur 
Lcemplarin Bibliothecd Mazarinea, It is printed 
with nearly the same character as the Psalter of 
3457, but evidently prior to that time, most proba- 
bly about the year 1450. It is likely that Fust sold 
all the copies of this Edition as manuscripts, and 
was not detected till his second attempt in 1462, 
which shall be noticed in its proper place.

‘There is a stamp 
at the end of each volume, which, by a strong ima- 
gination, may be thought a pair of horns, touching 
each other at the small end, which Naudé has men- 
tioned as the stamp of Faustus, but it may be cal- 
led almost any thing else with equal propriety, 
The first volume of this Bible ends at the Psalms ; 
the initial letters, and the numbers of the chapters. 
are added with a pen, and with blue ink and red 
alternately. ‘The titles of the Psalms are printed 
in red, and the smaller capitals in the text seem to 
be inserted with a pen, though in other parts of the 
Bible they are printed like the rest. The red Ink 
of Faustus is remarkably bright, but the black seems 
to be excelled by the Sublacensian Edition of Lac- 
tantius. ‘The workmanship of this Bible has no- 
thing that discovers the infancy and imperfection 
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of the art of Printing. ‘The columns of each page 
are double, with a large interval between, and the 
lines of the different pages of the same leaf are 
opposed to each other with the exactest nicety. 
The print is square, or Gothic, (but not like the 
black letter of Verard,) very agreeable to the eye, 
and, except that some perplexity is caused by the 
abbreviations, easy to be read. Church Missals, and 
Choir-books, were printed in the same letter, and 
similar to the Donatus, from wooden blocks. A fine 
copy of this rare Bible, en vellum, was sold by Mr. 
Edwards, Pall Mall, for 120 guineas. At the latter 
end of some copies is the following subscription : 

‘* Presens hoc opusculum finitum ac completum, 
et ad Eusebiam Dei industrie in civitate Mogun- 
tina, per Johannem Fust civem, et Petrum Schoiff- 
her de Gernsheym clericum diotesis ejusdem est 
consummatum, anno Incarnacionis Dominice 1462, 
in ‘Vigilia Assumpcionis gloriose Virginis Marie.”

There are other copies, in which the word opus 
is inserted instead of opuscudum. ‘These variations 
have given birth to a variety of conjectures. Some 
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have supposed, that there were at least two dif-. 
ferent Editions of this work with the same date; 
but the body of the work in all these different co- 
pies is precisely the same: so that the idea of two 
different Editions must’ be given up. Others sup- 
pose, that the subscription, or colophon, was chan- 
ged in the course of the impression, which is very 
likely, But the true key of the whole business 
seems to be the following: Fust having designed, 
as will afterwards appear, to sell these Bibles for 
manuscripts, he of course took care not to mention 
a little concerning this new art in the colophon of 
those copies which he intended to dispose of in this 
way; therefore the first of the two Inscriptions 
given above, is entirely silent on the subject; and 
this we may presume was the subscription affixed 
to all the copies which he hoped to dispose of as 
manuscripts. Thus far he consulted his profit only : 
but being determined also to have the honour due 
to so noble an invention, he struck off a number 
with the second subscription, in which he plainly 
points out the means by which he had multiplied 
these copies, and, by this double colophon, wisely | 
secured both his profit and honour. See especially the 
words marked with Italics in the second colophon. 

It was to the policy which these early printers 
exerted to conceal their art, that the world is 
indebted for the tradition of the Devil and Doctor 
-Faustus, handed down to the present time. Hav- 
ing printed off a considerable number of copies of 
the Bible, to imitate those which were commonly 
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sold in ms. Fust undertook the sale of them at Pa- 
ris, where the art of Printing was then unknown. 
As he sold his printed copies for 60 crowns, while 
the scribes demanded 500, this created universal 
astonishment ; but when he produced copies as fast 
as they were wanted, and also lowered his price to 
30 crowns, all Paris was agitated. The uniformity 
of the copies increased the wonder. Informations 
were given in to the magistrates against him as a 
magician ; his lodgings were searched ; and a great 
number of copies being found, they were seized. 
The red ink with which they were embellished, 
was said to be his blood. It was seriously adjudged 
that he was in league with the Devil; but, on dis- 
covering his art, the Parliament of Paris made an 
act to discharge him from all prosecution, in consi- 
deration of his useful invention. Fust died at 
Mentz, 1466.

is true, the above mentioned Wicolas de Lyra, acon- 
verted Jew of Normandy, who flourished about the 
year 1320, and Paul de Burgos, who flourished 
about the year 1415, corrected many passages in| 
the Vulgate Version, according to the true sense 
of the Hebrew text; but they never attempted to 
give an entire Version of the Bible.

1697.—No critic has ever taken 
so much liberty with the sacred writings as Seba- 
tian Castellio, or Chatillon: who having a fancy to 
give the world an elegant Latin version of the Bible, 
has mixed expressions borrowed from profane au- 
thors with the text of holy writ. His whole stile is 
affected, effeminate, overcharged with false rhetoric, 
and has nothing of that noble simplicity which cha- 
racterizes the Scriptures. He is too bold in his ex- 
pressions, and, after all, some critics suppose, he 
does not always write good Latin.

The Latin Bible most common in England 1s 
that of Tremellius and Junius, with the Greek Tes- 
tament translated by Beza. But the Vulgate is the 
only Latin translation made use of in our university 
schools. Many Editions of Latin Bibles, both of 
the Vulgate and different Translations from the 
Hebrew, might have been added to the above list ; 
but the Editor thinks the above quite sufficient, as 
there is none of them of any value in Biblical cri- 
ticism except the Vulgate; and for this purpose 
one correct Edition of that is as good as a thousand.

8s.—This is a 
work of great importance to the biblical critic. Fa- 
ther Houbigant has corrected and reformed the 
present Hebrew text, according to the Samaritan, 
Syriac, Chaldee, Septuagint, ancient Editions of 
the Hebrew Bible, and ancient Hebrew mss. His 
Latin version is allowed to be clear, elegant, and 
energetic. Each book is preceded by a learned 
and judicious preface, and the critical notes are 
both judicious and concise. Some have supposed, 
that he has indulged himself in conjectural criticism 
too far, and others think he has restrained himself 
within due bounds ; but on all hands his labours are 
allowed to be invaluable. Benedict XIV. honoured 
the author with a brief and a gold chain; and the 
clergy of Krance gave him a pension. For several 
years F. Houbigant was afflicted with an obstinate 
deafness, which obliged him to seclude himself 
from society, and shut himself up among his books. 
Some time before his death he had a fall, which 
considerably injured his intellect ; but in this state 
his temporary inquietudes were immediately alle- 
viated on being presented with a Book! These 
faithful comforters of his deafness and old age 
scarcely ever failing to restore his peace and almost 
his reason at the same time. F. Houbigant was 
born in 1686, and died in 1783, in the 98th year 
of his age.

The next in usefulness and correctness, though 
far inferior in paper, &c. is that Edition of the Bud. 
Heb. Manual. of Simon, printed Hale, Magdeburg. 
1766. The text is correctly printed, and the He- 
brew types are very fine. It is accompanied with 
all the Masoretic notes mentioned above ; but what 
renders it peculiarly useful are, 1. 4 Dictionary, in 
which all the Hebrew and Chaldee words occurring 
in the Bible are explained in Latin. 2, An Zxpla- 
mation, contained in twenty-six pages, of all the 
Masoretic Notes, which are generally found at the 
end of each book in the Bible. 3, An Lxplanation 
of all the AZarginal Notes found in the Bible, di- 
gested in alphabetical order, contained in twenty- 
two pages. 4, An dnalysts and Lxplanation of all 
the Masoretic readings, commonly called Aerz, and 

Tethib; digested in alphabetical order, in two co- 
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lumns, the Herz on the right, and the Aethib on 
the left; with references to the places where they 
occur. This takes up eighty pages. Had not the 
paper of this work been execrably bad, it would. 
have merited the first place among the most useful 
portable Masoretic Bibles. A good copy sells for 
about 11.

- The most elegant and correct of the Anti-Maso- 
retic Bibles is that of} Forster, 2 vol. 4to. see p. 225; 
but the most portable is that of Leusden, 1701, very. 
small pocket size, see p. 226. This is a beautiful 
little book. The Wetsteins of Amsterdam printed 
Leusden’s Greek Testament exactly on the same 
sized paper, to bind up with the Bible, and Leusden 
himself recommends it. Fhe best Edition of the 
Testament for this purpose appears to be that of 
1740, Amst, by Wetstem and Smith. Both works 
bound together sell for, from 17s. to 11.

For a learner the following are the most useful: 

Brpi1a Hebraica, liter, majusc, ed. G. Hutter, 
seep, 226.—This work was originally designed for 
the first volume of a Polyglot, which was to contain 
the Hebrew, Greek, Latin, and German in distinct 
volumes. The plan of it is both ingenious and 
useful. All the servile letters are hollow and white, 
the rest solzd and black; by which the radicals are 
at once seen. If any of the radical letters be want~ 
ing, it is added above the word, exactly over the 
place where it should be inserted. This lessens the 
labour of the student, for he discovers at first view the 
root for which he is to search his lexicon. But in 
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this also the indefatigable Hutter affords him the 
readiest assistance on the most easy terms, by what 
he calls Cubus Alphabeticus sancte Hebree -Lin- 
gue, This curious invention consists in dividing 
a sheet, by horizontal and perpendicular lines, into 
twenty-four ex.ct cubes or squares. At the top of 
the sheet, above each cube, is fixed one-of the He- 
brew letters, beginning at the right hand, and pro- 
ceeding in alphabetical order. The same order is 
observed on the left hand folio, beginning at the 
top, and proceeding down the margin to the bottom, 
fixing a letter opposite to each cube. The margin 
of the right hand folio is for the first radical that 
occurs in the word whose signification is sought, and 
which is placed in the first, second, third, &c. co- 
lunm, from top to bottom, according to the place it 
occupies in the Hebrew alphabet. The third or 
Jast radical of the looked-for word is to be sought in 
the sede margin, on the Jet hand, and then by run- 
ning the finger horizontally along the line towards 
the right, till you come to the cube exactly under 
the second radical, the different acceptations which 
the word has in the Hebrew Bible appear at one 
view in the cube.

‘The SEPTUAGINT, or Seventy Interpreters.—By 
this name are generally understood the seventy- two 
Jews, six out of each of the twelve tribes, sent by 
Eleazar the high-priest, about 287 years before the 
Christian ra, to Ptolomy Philadelphus king of 
Egypt, to translate the sacred writings from Hebrew 
into Greek, to be deposited in the great library at 
Alexandria, which Demeirius Phalereus, by the 
king’s order, was there erecting.—The history of 
this business, as given by a Hellenistical Jew of the 
name of Arisigus, is well known to be a forgery. 
See Walton, Prideaux, Calmet, and Hody. But 
though Aristeus’s account of this matter is evidently 
false, yet all agree, that about the time above speci- 
fied, the translation termed the Septuagint was made. 
But it is likely, that this comprehended no more 
that the five books of Moses, the other books being 
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evidently done in later times, and by various hands, 
as the stile sufficiently indicates. It is, even taken 
collectively, the oldest translation we have of the 
Hebrew Scriptures, and is highly useful to shew 
the true reading of the Hebrew, where they agree; 
to confirm the authority of the apostles’ quotations ; 
to explain the Hellenisms in the New Testament; 
to illustrate the several places in the Latin and 
Greek Fathers, where they quote or allude to the 
Old Testament; and also to explain some places 
in the old critics in the Greek tongue.

Dr. Hotmes has been employed for several 
years in collating mss. for a new and correct Edi- 
tion of the Septuagint. He has, in the manner of 
Kennicott, published annual aceounts of the pro- 
gress made in collating the mss. and in 1795 pub- 
lished two different Specimens of the work, with the 
following titles, ** Episcopo Dunelmensi, Epistola- 
complexa Genesim ex cod. purpureo-argenteo Vin- 
debonensi expressam ; et T'estamenti Veteris Greci, 
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‘eum variis-Lectionibus denuo edendi, Specimen :’’ 
and, ‘* Epistole Appendix, cum Specimine ad 
Formam contractiore: a Aob. Holmes, fol.” The 
greater part of the’ foregoing work is taken up with 
animpression of the complete fragment of the famous 
Codex purpureo-argenteus, (in the imperial library 
at Vienna,) so called from the purple colour of the 
parchment, and the letters being written in szlver. 
Dr. Holmes takes for his text the Roman Edition of 
Cardinal Carafa, 1586. The various readings are ar- 
ranged in two columns below, in the following order: 
1. The variations of mss. and printed Editions, 2.Va- 
rious readings from versions made from the Gieek, 
%. Such various readings as are quoted by the Greek 
fathers: and, 4.

Every lover of sacred criticism must concur 
in wishing this work to go forward; and, notwith- 
standing the various discouragements the learned 
and indefatigable Doctor has met with, it is hoped 
that the publication will not be long delayed. 

The Rev. Mr. Pratt has lately issued proposals 
for a new Edition of a Polyglot Bible; in which he 
promises, that with the greatest exactness the text of 
the Septuagint will be printed from the original Edi- 
tion, published in folio at Rome in 1587 by order of 
Sixtus V. under the care of cardinal Carafa. But

This small Psalter is exceedingly scarce. 

Bibliographers have divided Greek Bibles into 
four classes; according to which they rank the Vene- 
tian, Roman, Antwerp, Paris, and Vatablus’s, in the 
first. In the second, they place the Aldine, of Ve- 
nice, 1518, though faulty from Ms. defects; the 
Strasburg, 1526; Basil, 1545 ; Francfort, 1597, which 
is not free from Hebraisms, but to which is added a 
Scholia, supposed to be written by Junius. The 
Bible by Morin at Paris, in 1628, closes the thard 
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order; and the fourth includes the modern Editions 
of the 17th and 18th centuries. 

In the year 1729, Doctor Brett sasblishiedie a chro- 
nological essay in defence of the computation of the 
Septuagint. In that tract he observes, that if the 
reader ‘* compares the xivth Psalm in his Bible, 
~ which is translated from the Hebrew, with the same 
Psalm in his Common Prayer-book, translated frona 
the Septuagint, he will find that in his Common 
Prayer-book there are four whole verses more than 
are in his Bible, viz. ver. 4, 5, 6,7. Yet these ver- 
ses are every one of them cited by St. Pau! in the 
saine words, fom. ili, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18.’ The 
Greek Bible reckons fifteen hundred years more 
than the Hebrew and Latin Bibles, from the creation 
of the world to the birth of Abraham ; but Kennedy, 
in his Astronomical Chronology, proves the chrono- 
logy of the Masoretic Hebrew text, by astronomical 
arguments, to. be genuine and authentic, without 
error, and without corruption ; and in two tables ex- 
hibits the. Mosaic genealogies of the antediluvian 
and postdiluvian patriarchs, as far as chronology is 
concerned, from the Hebrew and Samaritan texts, 
the Septuagint, and Josephus, from the creation of 
the world to the 70th year of Terah the father of 
Abraham.

‘The first Potyctorr Work was printed at Ge- 


moa in 1516, by Peter Paul Porrus, (in xdibus 
bs 
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Nicolat Justiniani Pauli, whither he seems to have 
been invited for that purpose,) who undertook to 
print the-Pentaglott Psalter of Augustin Justinian, 
bishop of Nebo. It was in Hebrew, Arabic, Chal: 
daie, and Greek, with the Latin Versions, Glosses, 
and Scholia, which last made the eighth column; 
in folio. The Arabic was the first that ever was 
printed; and this the first piece of the Bible that 
ever appeared in so many languages.—Justuuan, 
presuming this work would procure him great gain, 
as well as reputation, caused 2000 copies to be 
printed.of it, and promised in his preface to proceed 
with the other parts of the Bible. But he was mi- 
serably disappointed. Every one applauded his 
work, but few proceeded further; and scarcely a 
fourth part of his number was sold. Besides the 
2000 copies, he had also printed fifty upon vellum, 
which he presented to every crowned head, whe- 
ther Christian or infide]. ‘The whole New Testa- 
ment was prepared for the press by Justinian, who 
had also made great progress in the Old. See Le 
Long, Bibliotheca Sacra, p. 2.

In 1518, John Potken published the. Rannae: 
in Hebrew, Greek, Latin, and AEthiopic, (or Chal- 
daic, as he, with some others, call it,) at Cologne ; 
. but the name of the printer is no where to be found 
throughout the book: probably it was Potken himself,

Hebrew and Chaldee radicals. It was begun in. 
1502, finished in 1517, but not published till 1522. 
The Hebrew text in this Edition was corrected by 
Alphonsus, a physician of Complutum, and d/phon- 
sus Samora, who were all converts from Judaism to 
Christianity. Three copies of this work were printed. 
on vellum: one was deposited in the royal library of 
Madrid ; the other in the imperial library at Turin; 
the third, which was certainly the copy which Car- 
dinal Ximenes, the illustrious editor, possessed, was 
sold to Mr. Kearney, at the sale of the Pinellian li- 
brary, for 4831. 

In 1546 appeared, at Constantinople, ‘* Pentateu« 
-@hus Hebrxeo-Chaldzxo-Persico-Arabicus,” in three 
columns ; the Hebrew text in the middle; on the 
right hand the Persic version of R, Jacob fil. Joseph ; 
and on the left the Chaldee paraphrase of Onkelos ; 
at the top is the Arabic paraphrase of Saadtas, and 
at the bottom the commentary of asht.—The 
whole is printed in Hebrew characters, with points ; 
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the middle column on a larger size than the others, |

natis.”’ ; ” i 

‘ In 1547 was. published, from the same press, | 
* Pentateuchus Hebraicus, Hispanicus, et Barbaro-' 
Grecus.”” This Edition was also printed in three’ 
columns ; the Hebrew text in the middle ; the old 
Spanish version on the tight hand; and on the left,- 
the modern Greek, as used by the Caraites of Con-: 
stantinople, who do not understand Hebrew, ‘The: 
Spanish is designed for the refugee Spanish Jews.! 
At the head and bottom of the pages aré the Tar- 
gum and the Commentary, as in the former Editions.

nus, as reformed by Arias Montanus. This work: 
was also enriched with various grammars and dic-- 
tionaries»of the several languages it consists of. 

In 1586.a Polyglott Bible was published at Hei- 
delberg, in two volumes, folio; printed in-four cos 
lamns, Hebrew, Greek, and two Latin versions, vize- 
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St. Jerom’s, and that Pa oy Pagninus, with the Notes 
of Vatablus; and in the margin are the idioms, and 
radices of all the difficult words. Two other dates | 
have been seen to this Edition, viz. 1599 and 1616; 
but Le-Long, after an attentive comparison, declares 
them to be only different copies of the same impres- 
sion; but that some of them have the Greek Testa- 
ment, with the addition of the Latin version of 
Arias Monianus.—W alton says, “ Que sub Vatable 
nomine circumferuntur Biblia, ejus non sunt ; anno- 
tationesque eidem adscripte auctorem habent /o- 
bertum Stephanum,? Proleg. iv. p. 33. See Le 
Long, p. 15. 

In 1596, Jacobus Lucius printed an Edition in 
Greek, Latin, and German, at Hamburg, in four 
volumes, folio, ‘“* studio Davidis Wolderi ;’’ the 
Greek from the Venice Edition of 1518; the Latin 
versions those of St. Jerom and Pagninus. 

In 1599, Hlas Huiterus published one at No- 
remberg, in six languages; four of them, the He- 
brew, Chaldee, Greek, and Latin, printed from the 
Antwerp Edition: the fifth was the German version 
of Luther; and the sixth the Sclavonic version of 
Wittemberg.—Instead of the Sclavonic, some copies 
were printed with the French version of Geneva; 
others, with the Italian of the same city ; and others 
again with a Saxon version from the German of 
Luther. Hutter published the Psalter and New 
Testament in Hebrew, Greek, Latin, and German. 
He also published the New Testament in twelve 
languages ; viz. Syriac, Hebrew, Greek, Italian, Spa» 
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nish, and French, in one page ; and Latin, German, 
Bohemian, English, Danish, and Polonese, in ano- 
ther. See Le Long, p. 26. In Mr. De Missy’s ca-* 
talogue appeared, Lutter: Biblia Polyglotta, et 
Nov. Test. vol. 2. The two volumes were sold to 
the British Museum for half a guinea.—This Bible 
was never completed, and goes no further than the 
book of Ruth: 

The next work of this kind was, Brexra Sacra- 
Polyglotta, studio Guy Michaelis Le Jay. Parisiis, 
apud Antonium Vitray, 1628, etann. seqq. ad 1645, 
1O° vol. in fol. maximo, forma Atlantica. — This 
Edition, which is extremely magnificent, contains all 
that is in those of Ximenes and Plantinus, with the | 
addition of the Syriac and Arabic version.—The 
Samaritan Pentateuch was first printed in this Poly- 
glott, with its version, from mss. brought into Eu- 
rope between the year 1620 and 1630, under the 
care of the very learned Jforznus. See Dr, Kenni- 
cott, Diss. ii. p. 478.

The Septuagint version is printed from the Edition. 
at Rome, anno 1587. ‘The Latin is the Vulgate of 
Clement VIII. The Chaldee paraphrase is com- 
pleter than any former publication. The Edition is 
enriched with prefaces, prolegomena, treatises on 
weights and measures, geographical charts, and 
chronological tables. Dr. Walton was assisted -in 
this laborious undertaking by Dr. Edmund Castell, 
who translated from the Syriac some fragments of 
Daniel, the books of Tobit and Judith, the Letters 
of Jeremiah and Baruch, and the first book of the 
Maccabees ; he also translated the Song of Solomon 
from the /Ethiopic into Latin, and added notes to 
the Samaritan Pentateuch ; but the most considera- 
ble assistance he gave was by his Lexicon, in two 
volumes, a work which is a necessary supplement to. 
the Polyglott.—Alexander Huisse collected the Va- 
rious Readings at the bottom of each page; revised 
the Septuagint version, the Greek text of the New 
‘Lestament, and the Latin Vulgate ; be also collated 
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the Edition of the Old ‘Testament printed at Rome, - 
and the New Testament of Robert Stephens, with 
the Alexandrine ms. See Prideaux, vol. ii. p. 47. 
Dr. Thomas Hyde corrected the Arabic, Syriac, 
and Persic; as Loftus did the Atthiopic version of 
the New Testament. Louis le Dieu and Samuel 
Clarke were also assistants in the work, and the cele- 
brated Dr. Lightfoot was one of the principal contri- 
butors to it; he corrected the Samaritan, procured 
subscriptions for the work, and borrowed, for Wal- 
ton’s use, some Syriac Mss. (one, of the Prophets, 
and a Syriac Lexicon,) from the university of Oxford, 
and sent him those chorographical observations, which 
are inserted in the Prolegomena, p. 51.—This Poly- 
glott was published by subscription, and was the 
first book ever printed in that manner in England. — 
This may properly be called a new Edition of Le 
Jay, with improvements ;. no pains having been 
spared in making it as perfect as possible: the 
whole was revised with great care, and accurately 
corrected ; and it is justly considered as the most 
useful of all the Polyglotts, though Le Jay’s is 
the handsomest.. Dr. Walton’s Edition was sup- 
posed by Mr. Palmer to have been printed from 
sheets surreptitiously obtained from the press at Pa- 
ris; and to have been published with improvements 
so soon after, as to reduce M. Le Jay almost to 
want, after having expended above 50001. sterling 
to complete his work. But Mr. Palmer mistook 
the date of Le Jay’s Polyglott, (which he makes to 
be. 1657) and then fornied his conclusion of the 
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sheets being sent into England from Paris; and met 
with a correspondent, it seems, that encouraged his 
error.—It appears, by M. De Bure’s account, that 
Le Jay declined an offer, which had been made 
him, of supplying England with a number of copies 
at a reasonable price ; and was afterwards obliged to 
sella great part of his impression for waste paper.— 
Le Jay’s Polyglott was published, in 10 vols. 1645 ; 
the English Polyglott, in 6 vols. not till 1657, twelve 
years after the other. Dr. Walton got leave to im- 
port paper, duty free, in 1652, began the work im 
1653, and published it in 1657. It is surprising he; 
could get through six such volumes in four years; 
though certainly many printers were employed ony 
it; among others, Mr. Icabod Dawks, [of whose. 
son see The Tatler, No, 178.] of Lowlayton, ma-: 
ternal grandfather to W. Bowyer. But it is plain 
that, in the reprinted leaf of the preface, Dr. Wal-: 
ton robs the Protector of the honour of patronizing. 
this work, which was begun in 1653, and published. 
in 1657, three years before the Restoration, 1660. 
The licence was granted by the council of state in: 
1652; and was continued by Oliver, who dissolved: 
the Rump Parliament in 1653. After the Restora- 
tion, Dr. Walton had the honour of presenting his 
Bible to king Charles Il. who made him his chap- 
lain, in ordinary, and soon after promoted him to» 
the’ bishopric. of Chester. He was consecrated 
Dec.-2, 1660, and died Nov. 29, 1661.—It was said 
indeed that. the English put out. Proposals for a 
cheaper and better Edition, soon after Le Jay’s was. 
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published, which might in some measure hinder the 
sale of it. But other causes occurred. The enor- 
mous size of the book rendered it inconvenient for 
use ; and the price deterred purchasers. » And fure 
ther, the refusal of Le Jay to publish it under Riche- 
lieu’s name, though that minister, after the example 
of Cardinal Ximenes, had offered to print it at his 
own expence, damped the sale.—The English Po- 
lyglott-in return made but little way in France. A 
large-paper copy was sold, in 1728, in the library of 
Colbert, the six volumes bound in fourteen. Cas- 
tell’s Lexicon, that went along with this set, was on 
a smaller-sized paper. ‘The same copy was after- 
wards sold to M. de Selle, and is now in the curious 
collection of the Count de Lauraguais.—M. De Bure 
says, there is a tradition that'no more than twelve cow 
pies of Walton’s Polyglott were printed on large pa- 
per, and that it is doubtful whether any of Castell’s 
Lexicon were printed in that size.—The last leaf but 
one of the preface of Dr. Walton’s Polyglott is can- 
celled in'many copies ; a circumstantial account of 
which we are enabled to lay before the reader ig 
the words of a learned friend. |

Duplicates were not always a mere superfluity, espe- 
cially in public libraries, where they might have 
been intended to be kept together for curiosity’s 
sake, on account of some remarkable difference be- 
tween them; which might be the case with the very 
books just ‘icon notice of. 
_ “3, That accordingly the first volume of one cepy 
being compared with the first volume of the other, 
one of the two was found to have in the Preface 
what its companion had not—a compliment for (or 
acknowledgment of obligation to) the Lord Protec- 
tor and his Council: which I think is only preserved 
in the few copies that were disposed of before the 
Restoration, and perhaps not in all of them; since 
the same courtly loyalty, by which the republican 
leaf, containing the said compliment, had been can- 
celled, might very well induce some prudent or cun- 
ning people to tear it out of the copies in their pos- 
session, and get it replaced by its more loyal substi- 
tute, the reprinted leaf ; in which Cromwell’s praise 
is no more to be looked for, than his bones in the 
chapel of Henry the Seventh.

Before we quit this Edition, we shall take the 
liberty to observe, on the authority and in the words 
of a critical friend, ‘* that the latter part of the Eng- 
lish Polyglott is much more correctly printed than 
the former; probably cither owing to the editor’s 
absence from the press, or to his being over fa- 
tigued by the work.—Thus far A/r, Bowyer. 
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On this subject, which has been deemed of suffi- 
cient importance to occupy the pens of some of our 
first bibliographers, the following particulars, noted 
down some years ago at the end of the Preface of 
the Editor’s copy, will not be deemed unworthy of 
insertion; not only as curious in themselves, but as 
containing original information, which has not yet 
been before the public. | 

Mr, Bowyer says, Origin of Printing, p. 141, 
(second Edition,) “ The late indefatigable Mr. Hol- 
lis took great pains to discover the variations be- 


tween these two Prefaces; but those above men-. 
tioned are all which have been observed.”’ After 
the researches of such eminent critics, as Messrs. 
De Missy, Hollis, Bowyer, and Nichols, even lite- 
rary curiosity can expect very little extra gratifica- 
tion from a farther collation of these Prefaces. Pos- 
sessing ¢wo copies of this Polyglott, (one a republi- 
can, the other loya/,) I sat down to compare the 
two Prefaces with Messrs. De Missy’s and Hollis’s 
collations, and soon found gleanings which they 
had not noticed, and afterwards a plentiful harvest, 
as the following collations will testify. That there 
have been two Editions of a part of the Preface, 
the preceding collations prove: I shall at present 
confine myself to shew what part has been re- 
printed, and give such proofs of this fact, as to put 
it for ever beyond a doubt. | 

As this noble work was published under the Pro- 
tectorate of Oliver Cromwell, who permitted the pa- 
per necessary for the impression to be imported

duty free, so the good bishop, impelled by interest, 
or gratitude, or both, mentioned the Protector with 
peculiar respect in the last leaf of the Preface, in 
these words: ‘ Primo autem commemvrandi, quo- 
rum favore chartam a vectigalibus immunem habui- 
mus, quod quing; abhine annis (Scil. 1652) 4 Con- 
cilio secretiori primo concessym, postea a Serenis- 
simo D. Prorecrore ejusque Concilio, operis 
_ promovendi causa, benigne confirmatum et conti- 
nuatum erat. Quibus subjugendi.”? But as soon 
Charles the Second was restored, the two last leaves 
of the Preface were cancelled, and their places sup- 
plied with ¢hree others, which spoke less in the re- 
publican strain than their predecessors had done; 
and the Pretector’s name was thus blotted out of the 
Book of Life. 

The above paragraph is added in the republican 
copy, in the last line but one before the names of 
the persons in the opposite page, after the word 
Jacimus. 

After this the names of those who encouraged 
the work are added, but their ¢itles are essentially 
changed. Serentssimus, Illustrissimus, and Ho- 
noratissimus, which appear in the loyal copies, 
were epithets that dared not shew themselves under 
the Zevelling influence of the Protectorate. 

The following Table exhibits the proofs of the 
reprinting of the two last leaves, which, with the 
additions to be noticed by and bye, make three 
leaves in what is termed the loyal Copy.

The,rest of the differences are too many and great te 
‘be inserted here; but the above sufficiently prove the re- 
empression of the three last leaves. 

In the loyal copy there are not less than 44 complete 
‘lines which are not in the others.—Whole lines and sen- 

tences, which are not found in the republican copy, I 
~have marked in mine with red lines. 
I have collated three copies of this book, and find 
them all different. One was a republican, the other two 
foyal copies. ‘There never was a second Edition of the 
work itself; but it seems there were three Editions at least 
of the last leaves-of the Preface. 
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‘In page 12, line 30, you find Lllustrissimus D. 
Gulielmus, &c. in one loyal copy; and in another, 
instead of D, there is Dominus. In one copy, 
page 12, line 41, Joannis Ashburnham Armiger is 
omitted ; which reading you find in both the loyal 
and republican copies: why it was omitted in this I 
cannot tell: the rest of the line, Regie Magestatt 
a Cubiculo, is not in the republican copy. 

On the 14th page of the loyal copy is found In- 
dex, &c. printed in the full breadth of the page; 
but in the republican copy this Index is divided into 
two columns.—Both bibliographers and booksellers 
talk of copies of the Polyglott which have a double 
Dedication ; one to the Protector, and the other to— 
Charles the Second: and the authors of the Bibli0- 
teca Portatile gravely inform.us, that the major part 
of the copies of this work, on sale, lack the Dedica- 
tion to Charles the Second, king of Great Britain, 

which consists of four pages! This is a total mis- 
take: nor is there any ground for those suppositions, 
but the reprintzng of the two last leaves of the Pre- 
face, already mentioned. And so far is a double 
Dedication from the truth, that the work has no De- 
.dication at all. ‘The Polyglott was finished in 1657, 
a year before the Protector died: in 1660 Charles 
was restored; which event caused the above speci- 
_fied alteration of the Preface. The few copies that 
were sold in the enferzm retained the Preface in its 
first form ; and no doubt the Bishop made the alte- 
ration as soon as he found, from the resignation of 
Richard Cromwell, in 1659, that the restoration of 
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Charles was likely to be the consequence. ‘The in- 
cluded time was scarcely sufficient for the distribu- 
tion of the subscription copies: and this is probably 
the reason, why the republican copies (as they are 
called) are so erceedingly scarce ; and their scarcity 
is one reason why they are so highly prized by 
some of the literati. . 

The fir-t volume was put to the press about the 
beginning of October, 1653, and was finished Sep- 
tember 4, 1654 -—the second volume, in 1654, and 
finished in July, 1655 ;—the third volume, in July, 
1655, and finished in July, 1566 ;—the fourth, fifth, 
and sixth volumes, in ————— and finished in 
1657. It has been remarked, that there must have 
been several presses at work at once, seeing three 
such volumes were finished in the same year. 

In a letter of Bishop Walton’s to Archbishop 
Usher, dated “‘ from Dr. Fuller’s, in St. Giles, Crip- 
plegate church-yard, July 18, 1653,” are the follow- 
ing words: “* We shall begin the work (2. e. the Po- 
lyglott) in a short time. We have resolved to have 
better paper than that of I1s. a ream, wz. of l5s.a 
ream.—Your Grace’s most humble servant, BRIAN 
Watton.”’—See Archbishop Usher’s Life and Let- 
ters, p. 590. | 

It appears, that when the first volume was com- 
pleted, (the Prolegomena, &c. excepted,) it was de- 
livered out to the subscribers, and with it the fol- 
lowing Advertisement; the original: of which :I 
found inclosed in one of the copies mentioned 
above. 
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« An ddvertisement fa fhe: Subscribers and others, 
unto whom any Copies of the first Volume of the 
Bible shall be delivered,” 

‘* Toucan for their security and private use, they 
may have their Copies in their own possession till 
all be finished, yet they are to take notice that the 
Prefaces and some other things which belong to the 
first Volume cannot be Printed till the whole Worke 
be done, because in the Prefaces referring to the 
whole, must accompt be given of all things which 
occurre in the severall Volumes, And an honoura- 
ble mention is to be made of such noble persons and 
_ others as by their Free-gift or otherwise, have beene 
eminent Promoters of the Work ; which cannot con- 
veniently be done till the conclusion of all; and 
therefore they are not to binde up their Copies, or 
disperse them, but to keep them entire in their own 
Hands, that they may have all perfect at the last, 
though for their private use, and to prevent the dan- 
ger of loosing any sheets if they be loose, they may 
have them sowed together with Pastboard Covers at 
a little charge. In the mean time for the help of 
such as are ignorant of the Tongues, there will be 
published within a few dayes a small Manuall, con- 
taining an Introduction to the reading of them, with. 
Alphabets of them all, as also of the Coptick and 
Armenian, and directions, what Grammers and Lexi- 
cons to procure, and what method is to be used for 
attaining the further knowledge of them; together 
with a generall Discourse upon Copies and mss. fol- 
lowed, and what may be expected in this Edition, 
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more then in the former; Which is to be sold by 
Timothy Garthwaite at the lesser North door of St. 
Pauls Church. What care and diligence hath been 
used to prevent Typographicall errors, though some 
such have passed in the most accurate Impressions, 
will appear to any judicious and indifferent person 
that shall compare this with former Editions, and 
with Bookes published in the same Languages by 
others: the cavils of idle and envious persons we re- 
gard not, yet let none reckon the transpositions of 
Chapters and Verses in some Versions, as errors, 
though they differ from the Hebrew, as l-xodus 36. 
37, 38, &c. In the Greek, and Exod. 30. in the Sa- 
maritaine, &c. which rather shew the Copies to be 
ancient and genuine. As God hath enabled us to go 
through with this first Volume notwithstanding the

A general Description of the LonpoNn PoLyGLotT. 


This immortal work of bishop Walton is, beyond 
all comparison, superior to the Spanish and French 
Polyglotts. The jirsé volume, besides very learned 
and useful Prolegomena, contains the Pentatcuch. 
Every sheet exhibits, at one view, 1st, the Hebrew 
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text, with Aontanus’s Latin version, very correctly 
printed: 2. the same verses in the Vulgate Latin: 
3. the Greek version of the -eptuagint, according to 
the Vatican Ms. with a literal Latin Translation by 
flaminius Nobilis, and the various Readings of the 
Alexandrian ms. added at the bottom of the column: 
4. the Syriac version, with a collateral Latin trans- 
lation: 5. the Targum, or Chaldee Paraphrase, of 
Onkelos, with a Latin translation: 6. the Hebreo- 
Samaritan text, which is nearly the same with the 
unpointed Hebrew, only the character is different ; 
and the Samaritan version, which differs vastly from 
the other. as to the language, though the sense is 
preity nearly the same; and therefore one Latin 
translation, (with a few notes added at the bottom of 
the column,) serves for both; 7. the Arabic version, 
with a collateral Latin translation, which in general 
agrees pretty much with the Septuagint. 

The second volume contains all the historica] 
books from Joshua to £sther, in the same languages 
as aboye, the Samaritan excepted, which goes no 
farther than the Pentateuch, and the ‘Targum on 
the books of Chronicles, which was not found till 


after the Polyglott was in the press, but has been 
since published separately by Mr. David Watkins, at 
Amsterdam, in 4to. with a good Latin version.— 
Without this work the Polyglott may be considered 
as incomplete.—This ['argum was composed by 
Fab. Joseph, surnamed the Blind, ruler of an aca~ 
demy in Syria, who flourished in the fourth century, 
The Ms. from which this work was printed, was found 
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by Dr. Cihke'’ in the university of ee 
Wilkins’s Edition’ is very scarce. 
The third volume comprehends all the poetic and 
prophetic books from Job to Malachi, in the same 
languages as before, only that there is an ZEthiopic 
version of the book of Psalms, which is so near 
akin to the Septuagint, that the sarne Latin transla- 
tion serves for both, with only a few exceptions, 
which are noted in the margin. 
The fourth contains all the Apocryphal Books, in 
Greek, Latin, Syriac, and Arabic, with a two-fold 
Hebrew text of the book of Todzt; the first from 
P. Fagius, the second from Seb. Afunster. After 
the Apocrypha there is a three-fold Targum of the 
Pentateuch : the first is in Chaldee, and is ascribed 
to Jonathan ben Uzziel: the second is in Chaldee 
also: it takes in only select parts of the Law, and is 
commonly called the Jer usalem Targum: the third 
is in Persic, the work of one Jac. Zawus, or 7 oosee, 
and seems to be a pretty literal version of the He- 
brew text. Each of these has a collateral Latin 
translation, The two first, though they contain 
many fables, are exceedingly useful, because they 
exp! ain many words and customs, the meaning ‘of 
which is to be found no where else; and the latter 
will be found very useful to a student in the Persian 
Janguage, though it contains many obsolete phrases, ) 
and the language is by no means in the os Shira- 
zian dialect. 

The fifth volume includes all the books of the 
New Testament. The various languages are here 
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exhibited at one view, as in the others. The Greek 
text stands at the head, with AZontanus’s interlineary 
Latin translation ; the Syriac next; the Persic third; _ 
the Vulgate fourth ; the Arabic fifth, and the Aéthi- 
opic sixth. ach of the oriental versions has a col- 
lateral Latin translation. The Persic version only 
takes in the Four Gospels; and for this, the Pars 
Altera, or Persian Dictionary, in Caséel’s Lexicon, 
was peculiarly calculated. 

After carefully reading over the whole text of this 
Version, the following appear to me convincing 
proofs, that it was formed by a Christian of the Cas. 
tholic persuasion, probably by some monk or mis~ 
sionary:—Mitigation of punishment promised to 
certain persons at the day of judgment, A/azt. xi, 
22. 24.— Peters supremacy asserted, Afatt. xvi. 18. 
—FPeter not called Satan, Matt. xvi. 23; but simply 
bee Eeman, without faith, or unbeliever.—Distinc- 
tion between mortal and veneal sins, Alark vii. 25.— 
Popish saying about hell, Mark ix. 46.—dAlary is 
called Mireem Pak, Saint Mary, Luke u. 7.—The 
paralytic is called aleekodemus, Luke v. 18.—Prayer 
Sor the dead, Luke vii. 12.—Doctrine of the merit of 
repentance and good works to purchase pardon, 
Luke vii. 47, and xvi. 9.—Supererogation, Luke 
xix. 9.—The addition, “ and his sin was pardoned, ® 
Matt. xvi. 75,—The bodies which arose after the 
crucifixion of Christ, are said to be those who-suf- 
fered martyrdom, Matt, xxvii, 52.—Monhish renun« 
ciation, Mark ix.

The sixth volume is made up of various Readings, 
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and critical Remarks on all the preceding’ versions, 
and concludes with an explanation of all the proper 
names, both Hebrew and Greek, in the Old and 
New Testaments. The characters used for the se- 
veral oriental versions are clear and good? the He- 
brew is rather the worst. The simple reading of a 
text in the several versions often throws more Hight 
on the meaning of.the sacred writer, than the best - 
commentators which can be met with. This work 
sells at from ten to twenty or even thirty guineas, 
according to the difference of condition. Many co- 
pies are ruled with red lines, which is a great help 
in reading, because it distinguishes the different texts 
better, and such copics ordinarily sell for three or 
four guineas more than the others, 

It appears that Dr. Samuel Clarke had prepared a 
seventh volume of this Polyglott for the press, con- 
taining different parts of the sacred Writings in va- 
rious languages, vez. 1. the Targum on the books of 
Chronicles, which has since been published by D. 
Wilkins; 2. an Arabic Pentateuch: 3. an Arabic 
Psalter, in stricter conformity to the Hebrew text 
than that before published: 4. the Prophets, in 
Arabic: 5. certain Arabic fragments of the Apocry- 
phal Books: 6. a second’Targum on the book of 
Esther: 7. the Gospel of Matthew, and the epistle 
to the Hebrews, in Hebrew: 8. another Sytiac Ver- 
sion of the Four Gospels: 9. a Fourth Book of the 
Maccabees, in Syriac: 10, the Poetical Parts of the 
Scripture, in Avthiopic: 11. the Psalms, in Persian,. 
and MZieronymit Versio Psaltertt.—Whether these 
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papers be all lost, or, if not, where they are pre-. 
served, [cannot learn, 

‘To render the above Polyglott complete, the fol- . 
lowing must be added :—

Orien- 
tallum Typographus Regius, 1669, 2 vol. fol.—This 
is probably the greatest and most perfect work of 
_the kind ever performed by human industry and 
jearning. Dr. Castel.expended both his fortune 
and his life in this immense undertaking. It is true 
he had help from several learned men. Di. Mur- 
ray lent him assistance in the Arabic ; Doctor (after- 
wards Bishop) Beveridge, in the Syriac; and Dr. 
Wansleb, in the Atthiopic. But the person to whom 
he was most indebted was the celebrated Dr. Light- 
Joot, a man who, for the amiableness of his disposi- 
tion, the purity of his manners, and the extent and 
depth of his literary knowledge, had, evén in that 
age of profound learning, no superior, and since no 
-€qual. So implicitly did Dr, Castel depend on his 
judgment, that when he began that work, in 1657, 
he wrote to him for direction and advice, promising 
erther to proceed in or suppress it, as he should de- 
termine. Dr. Lightfoot not only helped on this im- 
mortal work by his counsels, corrections, &c. but he 
also contributed money, and procured subscriptions, 
so that Dr. Castel acknowledged there was no man 
in the three kingdoms to whom he owed so much. 
‘When Dr, Castel sent him his Lexicon, he acknow- 
ledged that it owed a great part of its perfection to 
his learning and industry, and thought his name 
‘should occupy a distinguished place in the title-page. 


The Persic Lexicon is the fruit of the joint Jabour 
of himself and Golius... This part of Dr. Castel’s 

work has been undervalued by such as either did 
not or could not consult it: but it is an excellent 
work; and to it even Meninski and Richardson are 
indebted for a multitude of articles. Its chief fault 
is want of distinct arrangement : the words are sadly 
intermixed, and many Persian words are printed 
with Hebrew types, probably because they had but 
few Persian characters. Dr. Castel laboured at this 
work for seventeen years, during which time he 
maintained in his own house, at his own cost, seven 
Englishmen and seven foreigners, as writers, all of 
whom died before the work was finished. ‘The 
names of those respectable literary drudges I have 
not been able to find. Besides the 12,0001. of his 
own property, which this great man expended on 
this work, he was obliged to borrow 1,800l. more; 

and not being able to make up this money, he was 
constrained to make application to King Charles II. 
and entreat him, ne carcer esset premium tot labo- 
rum et. sumpiuum—that,a prison might not be the 
reward of so many labours and so much expence!, 
‘This produced a letter from the king, in 1660, to all 
the archbishops, bishops, dukes, lords, and nobles, 
of the realm, recommending the work, and earnestly 


soliciting pecuniary assistance in behalf of its distres- 

sed and embarrassed author ; which was followed, 

three years after, by one ate the archbishop of 

Canterbury, directed to all the clergy, on the same. 

behalf; and, afterwards, by another, from been 
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nine English and [rish prelates, earnestly entreating 
the public not to permit this great man to sink un- 
der his labours, and the pecuniary embarrassments 
brought on him by a work, which he had undertaken 
for the honour of God, the promotion of religion 
and learning, and consequently the good of man- 
kind. Is it not strange, that when the king and 
the clergy laid this so much to heart, and recom: 
mended it so warmly, the author’s embarrassments 
should still continue? The reason seems to have 
been this—the nation was impoverished, and the ex- 
chequer itself emptied, by the late civil wars. 

At the end of the third page of his Preface, he 
makes the following complaint, which no scholar 
can read without pain of heart: ‘ Socios quidem 
habui in-hoc opere, sed perexiguo tempore mecum 
in illo commorantes, nescio an dicam, immensitate 
Jaboris plane exterritos. Per plures annos, jam 
zetate provectus, et una cum patrimonio satis com- 
petenti, exhaustis etiam animi viribus, oculis cali- 
gantibus, corporis variis in hoc opere confractis, et 
dislocatis membris, relictus sum solus, sine amanu- 
ensi, aut vel correctore ullo.” He died in 1685. 
Some copies of this Lexicon have in the title, ‘« Lon= 
dint, Scott, 1686:” but this proves nothing more 
than a reimpression of the title; for there never 
was a second Edition of the work.—From a note in 
a subscription copy of this Lexicon, I find it was 
delivered to the subscribers at forty neha per v0= 
fume in sheets,

» In 1666 three Dutch printers endeavoured to forge 
a Polyglott under the following title, “ Bisria 
ALEXANDRINA Heptaglotta, auspiciis §. D. Alexandri 
VIL. anno sessionis ejus xi). feliciter inchoato. Lu- 
tetie Parisiorum prostant apud Joannem Jansonium 
a Waesberge, Johannem Jacobi Chipper, Elzeum 
Weirstraet, .1666.”’ This was no other than the 
Parisian Polyglott of Le Jay, to which these unprin- 
cipled men had printed a new title. This forgery 
therefore should never have a name among the 
Polygilotts.

Ihave read over the whole Hebrew and 
Chaldee text of this work, a part of the Pentateuch 
excepted, and think I have reason to pronounce 
it one of the most correct extant. It is not often 
seen in commerce, and sells for about 3]. 33. 
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The taste that’ prevailed, early in the sixteenth 
century, for the cultivation of literature, was partly. 
the cause of, and partly owing to, the publication of 
the Sacred Writings in different languages. Certain 
men, in whom were providentially united a taste for 
sound learning, ecclesiastical influence, and secular 
opulence, determined to. publish, first, parts, and 
then the whole, of the Sacred Writings, in such lan- 
guages as were esteemed the learned languages of 
the universe. These were principally Latin, Greet, 
Hebrew, Arabic, Chaldaic, and Syriac :, others of. 
less importance were soon added to them, Such 
publications attracted general attention, and became 
greatly studied. Hence the taste, not only for sa- 
cred literature, but universal science, became greatly 
diffused; and the different nations of Europe seem-. 
ed to vie with each other in the publication of those 
works, which have since obtained the denomination 
of Polyglotis, i. e. books in many languages—The 
Continent has undoubtedly the honour of leading 
the van, but the British Nation has brought up the, 
rear, ina way the most honourable to itself, and. 
the most useful to the republic of letters, and the 
cause of pure and undefiled religion. | 

I have ennumerated these important publications 
in the order of time in which they have appeared ; 
and, after the example of other nations, who have 
largely described their respective Polyglotts con, 
amore, I-have dwelt particularly on the London Po-, 
lyglott ;, concerning which the reader will probably 
find here some information no where else to be met.-

He is the author of se- 
veral works, particularly of an excellent Edition of 
Pagnin’s Thesaurus Lingue sancte. He was born 
in 1531, and died at Lausanne in 1594.

BiBLIA DIGLOTTA. 


Under this head all those Bibles which contain 
any of the orginal Texts with a Translation, may 
be comprised. Several of these have been already — 
inserted among the Hebrew Bibles. The most useful 
in this class, after that of Montanus, is the following: 

‘The Old Testament, Hxglish and Hebrew, with 
Remarks, critical and grammatical, on the Hebrew, 
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and Corrections of the English. By Anselm Bayly, 
L.L.D. London, 1774, 4 vol. 8vo.—Vhe Hebrew 
text is printed in whole lines, on the left hand page ; 
and the English Version (which is that in common 
use) on the right hand page, divided into two co= 
Jumns. ‘The critical Notes, which are very few, 
are placed under the English text. ‘The Hebrew 
text is accompanied throughout with the vowel 
points, and the Kerz and Kethib: but all the ac- 
cents, &c.are omitted, except the athnach, which an- 


swers to our colon; and the soph pashuk, which is 


placed at the end of each verse in the Bible, At the 
end of each book is given an Hpilogue, containing 
a summary view of the history, transactions, &c. 
of that book. The work is ornamented with a 
frontispiece, (Moses recewing the tables on mount 
Sinat) and two useful maps; one, of the journeying 
of the Israelites, in which each station is numbered ; 
and another, of their settlement in the Promised Land, 


The letter-press of the Hebrew text is very une-. 


qually distributed over the pages; some are long,

and others short; some wide, others narrow ; on. 


some pages not less than 37 lines are crowded to- 
gether, on others only 23. In other respects it is 
a pretty correct work; but besides the £’rrata no- 
ticed by the Editor, the reader will find “ thou shalt 
wistt thy habitation’ left out of the English text, Jo, 
chap. v. ver. 24. It sells for about 21. 2s.

This is a very elegant work. The Arabic text is very 
fine, and full pointed throughout, and very distinctly 
printed. The work is printed in two columns; the 
Latin translation on the outside, and the Arabic text 
next to the back margin ; the folios are put at the 
bottom of each page. Besides the 150 Canonical 
Psalms, it has the 151st, found in the Septuagint, 
&c.—the Song of Moses—a second ditto—Song of 
Hannah—Song of Isaiah—Song of H abakkuk—Song 
of Jonah—the Magnificat—Song of Zachariah, fa- 
ther of John the Baptist—the Song of Simeon—of 
Hezekiah king of Judah. The work concludes with 
a Dedication to Lewis XIII. and the Approbations 
of several learned men ; among which is the follow- 
ing from Cardinal Bellarmine :—* In hac versione 
Psalmorum ex Arabica lingua in Latinam, nihil in- 
veni contra veritatem Vulgate nostre Latine Edi- 
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tionis; neque contra Hebraicum vel Grecum tex- 
tum. R. Cardinalis Bellarminis, manu propria.” — 
The Arabic text in this work is widely different 
from that in the Polyglott—Gabriel Sionita was a 
Maronite, and professor of the oriental languages at 
Rome. Le Jay brought him to Paris to assist him 
in his Polyglott; and for that work he furnished the 
Syriac and Arabic Bibles with their Latin transla- 
tions. He copied the text of both from mss. and 
with incredible pains added the vowel points. He 
died Regius Professor of the Syriac and Arabic Lan- 
‘guages at Paris, 1648. He translated the Arabic 
geography, entitled Geographia Nubiensis, 1619, 
4to.—This Edition was republished in 1619, with a 
change only in the title and epistle dedicatory.

There is no entire Version of the Sacred Writ- 
ings into the A‘thiopic language. Several parts 
however of the Bible have at different times been 
published; the chief of which are the following:

Dr. Castel was much indebted in the compilation of 
his Heptaglott Lexicon, already mentioned.—He 
was a man of great learning: it is said, that he dis- 
tinctly understood twenty-five languages. He was 
indefatigable in his studies, and had always a book 
before him, even when at his meals, He died at 
Francfort in 1704, aged 80 years.

There is reason 
to believe that they received the gospel at a very 
early period, and probably by means of the Eunuch 
who was treasurer to Candace, queen of the Zthio- 
plans, mentioned 4cés viii.

BIBLIA CoprTica. 


The age of the Coptic Version is not well known. 
Some suppose it to have been made about A. D. 
336; but others ascribe to it a later date. Parts 
only of the Old Testament have been published in 
this language.
